Petitions calling for a 
referendum election on 
Romulus’ newly adopted 
Firearms Ordinance have 
been filed with Romulus City 
Clerk Leonard J. Folmar. 

Thirty-six petitions 
containing the names of 581 
persons were filed last Friday 
by Romulus Councilman 
James C. Stewart, arch 
opponent of the new gun 
control law. 

Stewart announced Monday 
that once the city clerk 
verifies the signatures with 
the city’s voter registry, the 
new ordinance is nullified 
pending the referendum vote. 

The councilman reported 
that many Romulus citizens 
and others are concerned 
about their rights being 
violated and are holding that 
the new firearms law is 
contrary to the first 
amendment of the U. S. 


to discharge a gun on. If the 
approval is given, he must 
then drive to the clerk’s office 
to get his permit and then 
drive back to his farm, get his 
gun and shoot whatever is 
endangering his stock (if the 
varmint is still there) and his 
stock not already dead.” 

Stewart stated this type of 
gun control is ‘‘like buying a 
new' car and being told by the 
city council and the mayor 
(who is in favor of this 
ordinance) that you must park 
it in your garage and not drive 
it except to church on Sunday 


if you get a permit from the 
clerk.” 

**I am not opposed to a 
partial hunting ban in the city 
where the population is 
greater than areas that are 
still suitable for hunting. This 
decision would have to be 
made by the state upon 
recommendation of the city 
council,” Stewart added. 

“I am totally opposed to 
any type of gun control bills 
that are in violation of my 
rights under the state and 
federal constitutions,” 
Stewart, who resides at 7164 
Harrison St.. Romulus, said.

Hearing requested 
to discuss court plans 


Constitution, granting citizens 
the right to bear arms in 
defense of self and their 
property. 

The signatures on the 
petitions include members of 
the Wayne County Sportsman 
Club, Romulus Gun Club, 
Junior Archery Developing 
Club of Detroit and various 
other groups, all with 
membership in the City of 
Romulus. 

The City Council approved 
the ordinance, the first 
firearms code for the city, at 
a *,ycta! council sess- - Jnn 
27 loe roll call vote oi* the 
council was 5-1. Stewart 
voted no and Councilman 
Edmund W. Bizek was absent 

In citing his reasons behind 
his “no” vote, Stewart said: 

“The gun control ordinance 
is not a substitute for a • 
hunting ban that was earlier 
discussed. W f hy did the 
council not wait for the results 
of the DNR meeting held at 
the high- school? Was it 
because a citizen said he had 
600 signatures on petitions to 
stop hunting and some 
councilmen jumped on the 
band wagon using this as a 
way of trying to get votes in 
the next election? 

“To stop' hunting is one 
thing, but to try to control 
guns is a different matter that 
needs more consideration. All 
the sportsmen of Romulus are 
hurt by the new ordinance. 
Farmers cannot protect their 
livestock, chickens, etc., 
without getting a permit from 
the clerk’s office on orders of 
the Wayne County Sheriff. 

“By the time a farmer sees 
his stock in danger he must 
call the sheriff to investigate 
his farm to see if it is suitable 


The Romulus City Council 
has been requested by the City 
Building Authority to schedule 
a hearing regarding plans for 
the construction of a proposed 
building for the 34th District 
Court. 

A communication from the 
building authority's 
secretary, Leo M. Kalot, has 
been sent to City Clerk 
Leonard J Folmar requesting 
the matter be placed on the 
council's agenda. Kalota is 
manager of the Romulu : 
branch of the Manufacturers 
National Bank 

The building authority, 
operator of Romulus 
Municipal Complex, located 
on the northeast comer of S. 
Wayne and Goddard roads, is 
requesting council’s approval 
of funds to engage an architect 
to draw plans and estimate 
costs. 

The new court facility, when 
and if approved, would be 
constructed in the Romulus 
Municipal Center, which is 
situated on part of a 16-acre 
parcel of city -owned land. 
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The court’s present 
quarters, renovated at a cost 
of $70,000, is quickly becoming 
inadequate to properly handle 
the heavy workload and 
pedestrian traffic going 
through the court. 

The 34th District Court is 
presently houses in a 
renovated school building, the 
Old Hale Elementary' School, 
located at 30240 Euieka Rd., 
Romulus. 

The coU r s j’»risdic\tjia 
embraces the communities of 
Belleville. Romulus and the 
townships of Huron, Sumpter 
and Van Buren.

A family argument led to 
the fatal stabbing of a 
Romulus man early Thursday 
morning. 

Wayne County Sheriff’s 
Detective Alex Robertson 
identified the dead man as 
Walter Harris, 37, of 6351 
Edmund St. Robertson said 
Harris was stabbed at 1:26 
a m. at his home during a 
quarrel with his wife. 

The detective said the dead 
man had been arguing with his 
wife, Menthylene, 35, and had 
allegedly struck her several 
times and thrown a drawer at 
her.

Council delays okay 
of city employe pact 


Final approval by the 
Romulus City Council of a 
three-year negotiated 
employment contract between 
city employes, members of 
Local 214 of the Teamsters. 
State. County and Municipal 
Workers, and the city 
administration has been 
deferred. 

The postponment is due to 
“minor differences” raised by 
some members of the city 


council at an meeting of 
council members held last 
Tuesday night. 

The contract approved by 
city and union officials March 
1, ended a 13-day strike by 
employes. The new' 
employment pact, embracing 
40 to 50 employes and agreed 
upon by negotiators of city and 
union, raises wages and 
salaries 17 to 51 per cent over 
the next three years. 


The contract calls for a 13 
per cent pay hike in the first 
year and six per cent in the 
second and third year. The 
raises in excess of those 
currently provided for under 
present guidelines of the U.S. 
Pay Board will require 
approval by that group. The 
5.5 per cent pay increase now' 
allowed by the federal pay 
board was immediately put 
into effect for the city 
employes.

Lenten Season

Belleville.

This past week, I found myself looking at the dead, lifeless 
grass for signs of green. I was aware of my strong desire to 
see this sure sign of spring. 

A week or so earlier, the lovely call of a meadowlark had 
enlivened the neighborhood, but since then, the weather had 
turned cold once again. 

We know that warm weather is on its way, but after a long, 
cold winter, it seems so slow in arriving. Our human lature 
desires to feel the warmth of the sun, to see the greening of 
grass, the budding of trees and the blossoming of flowers. 

We deserve it, we want it, we long for it, because it is part 
of the renewal of nature that occurs each year. 

Along with the renewal of nature, we experience a renewal 
of our own spirits at this season of the year. We look at seed 
catalogs, plan flower and vegetable gardens and begin to 
anticipate the first picnic of the season. 

Just as nature needs renewal each year, and needs to 
experience the warmth of the sun to begin a new growth 
cycle, so does the human spirit need renewal and needs to 
experience an energy to continue its growth. Just as the laws 
of nature are dependable, in that we know that the sun will 
begin to warm the earth in our section of the globe and we 
know that the spring rains will assist the growth, we know 
that the laws of the spirit are dependable also. 

The spirit of man needs to have hope to look for and 
anticipate change and growth. The spirit of man needs faith 
and trust that life has purpose and meaning. 

The spirit of man needs love coming to him from the 
outside, but also going from him to others. These are the 
three major needs of the spirit of man for survival and for 
growth and renewal - faith hope, and love. 

The Bible clearly shows us that the most dependable 
source of faith, hope and love, is in God as we have 
experienced him in Jesus Christ. If we look to man only, our 
faith, hope and love are often depleted or turned into doubt,

Fires take toll , 
report discloses 


> Romulus schools eyed 
for integration plan 


The annual fire report of the 
Romulus Fire Department 
disclosed that total fire losses 
in the*City of Romulus in 1971 
amounted to $304,943. 

The annual report was 
submitted to Mayor Hyle J 
Carmichael for council 
presentation by Romulus Fire 
Chief Joseph Crova 

During the 1971 year of 
operations, the four fire 
stations of the Romulus Fire 
Department manned by 48 
volunteers, reported 662 fire 
runs and 110 assists to other 
fire departments. 

Oiief Crova reported the 
total expenditures of the 
department in 1971 amounted 
to $45,393. This included 
officers’ pay of $725. 
secretarv’s Dav of $453 
meetings $2,172 and salaries 


of $41,072. Resuscitator runs 
amounted to $971 in expenses. 

The years fire loss 
amounted to an expense of 
$91.88 per hour and a total of 
$62.04 per fire. Chief Crova ‘s 
report disclosed. 

The fire runs last year by 
classification are as follows: 

Resuscitator, 80; 
commercial. 23. house and 
apartment fires. 76; 
abandoned buildings, 39; 
garages, barns and sheds, 21; 
trucks and cars. 65; grass and 
rubbish fires, 296; 

miscellaneous fires, w’ires, 
etc., 19; wash downs (car 
accidents and the like! 12; and 
false alarms. 31.

Department operates eight 
pieces of fire fighting 
equipment.

Three area school districts 
are among the 27 which the 
Michigan Civil Rights 
Commission (CRC) is 
considering forcing to develop 
school integration plans 

'Die CRC is expected to vote 
May 31 on a staff proposal that 
the commission force them to 
develop school integration 
plans If the commission 
adopts the proposal, the staff 
would be given the authority 
to look further into conditions 
in (he Inkster. Westwood and 
Romulus school systems to 
prepare for possible court 
suits. 

School systems could then 
be ordered by the Civil Rights 
Commission to “develop and 
implement plans which will 
result in the desegregation of 
pupils throughout the 
district.” 

Such plans, the CRC staff 
proposal says, should “reflect 
the proportion of minority and 
majority pupils in the district 
as a whole.” 

The Michigan Civil Rights 
Commission was singled out in 
U S District Judge Stephen 
Roth's decision that school 
segregation in Detroit is in 
part a result of the failure of 
Michigan officials to push for 
integration. Roth noted the 
commission and the State 
Board of Education adopted a 
joint statement on “equal 
educational opportunity” in 
1966, but neither group had 
taken steps to require local 
school systems to abide by the 
directives. 

Dr. John W. Porter, state 
superintendent of public 
instruction, testified before 
Roth his department has no 
power to enforce such 
directives. 

Commission staff members, 
who feel otherwise, cite a 1963 
opinion by Alty. Gen. Frank 
Kelley that the powers of the 
Civil Rights Commission “are 
not limited” to those specific- 
ally mentioned in the state 
Constitution, and that the CRC 
“may exercise all powders nec- 
essary and essential in the 
performance of its duties.” 

“We are saying that what 
might have been the subject of 
dispute a few years ago is now 
the law and the commission 
must acknowledge that,” said 
Rita Scott, the commission s 
education expert. 

The argument ultimately 
mav be settled in court. 

The CRC has scheduled a 
hearing May 8 and 9 in 
I>ansing on the staff proposal.

In our opinion 


Bill banning ‘X’ films 
has good, sorry sides 


While we’re happy to see someone attempt 
to reduce the number of X-rated movies at 
drive-in theaters - their screens being visible 
to youngsters of all ages - we’re sorry that 
the action had to be in the form of a state bill. 

State Rep. Alex Pilch, whose 32nd District 
includes the portion of Inkster east of Inkster 
Road, yesterday introduced in the House of 
Representatives a bill that would make the 
showing of X-rated films at drive-ins a crime. 

The sorry part of the resolution is not the 
bill itself, but the fact that the theater owners 
as a whole didn’t take it upon themselves to 
eliminate the most explicit of the "skin 
flicks.” Of course, the blame also shifts back 
to the public, whose attendance at the films 
causes the theater owners to show the "X” 
films in the first place. 

Fortunately, we can exclude the two 
theaters in the immediate area - the Algiers 
and Wayne drive-ins, both operated by the 
Shafer family - from the list of drive-ins that 
make a regular practice of showing X-rated 
mov»es 


As we’ve said here before, we’re not 
objecting to X-rated films themselves. Our 
only objection is to the showing of explicit 
“skin flicks” within the view of persons not 
wanting to see them or not old enough to 
qualify for seeing them according to the film 
industry’s own code. This is where drive-ins 
come into the picture. 

Even if we did object to X-rated films, it 
wouldn’t ibe of much value since the courts 
already have allowed consenting adults to do 
or see almost anything they want in the form 
of entertainment live, on the screen or in 
books. 

As we also have said before, the only way to 
eliminate X-rated "skin-flicks” is for the 
general public to give its total response to the 
more decent movies as the overwhelming 
crowds did recently in attending "Song of the 
South" at almost every theater showing that 
film. 

After-all, no theater owner is going to show 
films which no one goes to see. 


Absences are disgrace 


Upon walking into the meeting room 
Thursday for the Peoples Community 
Hospital Authority (PCHA) Board of 
Directors monthly session, one could tell 
immediately things were back to normal. 

Back to normal concerning the attendance 
of the 16 members, that is. 

While the annual election meeting Iasi

The fact that 18 members saw fit to skip the 
meeting at which a $37,680,000 operating 
budget is a disgrace. What’s worse is the fact 
that several of the missing board members 
skip several other sessions during the year, 
depriving their member communities of 
representation and any say in the spending of 
their tax dollars. 

Those from Western Wayne County in 
attendance included Pat Cullin of Van Buren 
Township and Rev. Daniel Richert of Huron 
Township Those absent included Carl Morris 
— whom we admit usually is in attendance — 
and Terry Troult of Romulus and Elmer 
Parraghi of Sumpter Township. 


‘Open ’ program previewed 


With our eldest in kindergarten, it was our 
duty and pleasure one night recently to attend 
our second PTA meeting as a parent. 

The subject for discussion was, as titled by 
the school district involved, “open 
education.” It actually was the same type of 
classroom instruction termed "continuing 
education” by the Wayne-Westland 
Community School District and in use at the 
P.D. Graham School. 

As most parents, we went to the meeting 
with feelings of apprehension toward 
something different from the system we’ve 
grown used to down through the years. 

After all, we don’t want our children being 
deprived of a good education or used as 
guinea pigs in programs for which there are 
no real answers yet. 

However, because of having heard 
comments both pro and con concerning the 
program at P.D. Graham School, we thought 
we had an advantage over some of the other 
parents when it came time to ask questions of 
the visiting "expert,” a teacher from still 
another school district but who had some 
local ties. 

It seems that any such advantage really 
didn’t exist since - after w-atching a 
videotaped presentation for about a half-hour 
- the audience, armed to the teeth with 
questions, peppered the visiting "expert” 
with those inquiries for about 75 minutes. 

To our surprise, the audience - made up of 
district administrators and teachers in 
addition to several parents - appeared to be 
satisfied competely with what it had seen and 
been told. 

Not to our surprise, we were satisfied too, 
with one exception. That was the inability 


of the "expert” to answer one of our own 
questions: 

"If this program were to be instituted in the 
school system, what can we expect our 
children to be like 12 years from now in 
respect to what they will have learned?” 

Making no attempt to cover up for the 
program, the "expert” said that she didn’t 
know, except that, based on comparisons of 
her experiences both with and without "open 
classroom’’ instruction, the children 
"probably would have a much more rounded 
education.” 

Her answer left us with a feeling of 
satisfaction in that it was spoken straight 
forward without any hesitation. In addition, 
she had taken the w'ords right out of our 
mouth. 

We came away from the meeting believing 
that the "open classroom” program has 
much merit over the type of sit-down-behind- 
a-desk education to which we parents are 
accustomed. 

However, just like the previous type of 
education, the students will probably benefit 
in proportion to the abilities of the teachers, 
who will have to devote much more time to 
preparation than previously and who will 
have to make sure students still toe the mark 
when it comes to doing things the teachers 
want them to do. 

One other key factor will be involvement by 
parents, who will still have to bear as much of 
the burden of preparing their children for 
education as they do now. 

We can envision one problem with "open 
classroom” education in that it can’t be a hit 
and miss situation of one grade being "open” 
and the next sit-down -at -your -desk type. The 
students would have too much trouble 
adjusting to the differences.

Section 3 
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keeps school jumping

Things really are jumping these days at 
Belleville’s Sumpter Elementary School. 

The Sumpter school was the first to begin the 
state funded Section Three Program, which began 
in the spring of 1971. Mrs. Sharon Guyton and Mrs. 
Tracy McLeod are teaching the lower and upper 
grade reading respectively while David Larabell 
and Joseph Janus are handling the math program. 

Janus and Larabell built a partition to set up a 
math lab opposite a Title I area. They paneled, 
painted and reorganized shelving, equipment and 
materials, much of this on their owm time after 
school hours. 

The Title I program includes Mrs. Ann Bailey, 
paraprofessional. working with kindergarten 
children. Mrs. Catherine Krebs, one of our stalwart 


teachers and citizens, is helping first and second 
grade children with special reading problems. 

Also, our C-390 Pre-Student Teaching Program, 
through the University of Michigan, is going full 
force. Fifteen cheerful, enthusiastic and anxious 
future teachers are busy working with children and 
teachers while learning the ups, downs, ins, outs, 
rewards, headaches and realisms of teaching. 

You can find them in every crook and cranny with 
small groups working on reading, science, writing 
and social enrichment. A newspaper was even 
started by two pre-student teachers. 

Hall libraries were built by parents and partially 
financed by P.T.O. Wilbur Winkle, head custodian, 
sanded, varnished and installed the shelving in his 
own spare time. Janus and Mrs. Guyton then spent 


hours organizing and sorting books for the new hall 
libraries. 

I thought the heavier class loads and reduction in 
planning time would take its toll, but things are 
always happening. Learning, action and life are 
constantly evident. The staff has been fantastic and 
has held up under very difficult conditions. 

Every comer of the building is constantly buzzing 
with large and small groups of children getting 
remediation, enrichment and new experiences. It is 
my belief that busy children are learning and 
happy. As Leona Kozma, reading consultant, 
commented while walking down the hall with a 
teacher, "These have to be the happiest kids I’ve 
ever seen.” 

The extra work by staff members illustrated here 
is just an indication of the dedication of this group to 
the children. 



Public officials forum 

State lottery proposal 
to be on May 16 ballot 


There will be a "bonus” 
proposition on the ballot for 
ihe May 16 Michigan 
Presidential Primary’. Recent 
action by both the House and 
Senate placed a proposal for a 
state lottery before voters in 
that election. , 

Both chambers had 
previously approved the 
lottery proposition. The only 
matter left unsettled was the 
date of the vote. This was 
settled when the House gave 
the Go-ahead for a May 16 
public referendum on 
permitting lotteries, tying it to 
the presidential preference 
primary' The house vote was 
83-10. The following day, the 
Senate took the same action 
by a 32-3 vote. 

The state constitution 
presently prohibits lotteries. 
Voters will be asked to lift this 
constitutional prohibition. A 
favorable vote in the election 
would pave the way for a state 
lottery, which state officials 
see as a means to assist the 
financially hardpressed 
general fund. 

If the ban is removed, the 
legislature would map out a 
procedure for the lottery. Such 
legislation already has been 
introduced in the House. 
Sponsors hope that it will be 
approved by the House and be 
in the Senate by May 16 

If voters reject the lottery, 
the Senate would simply let 
the bill die. If the lottery is 
authorized, there could be 
quick Senate action and it is 
possible that the lottery could 
lx* started on July 1. 

The hill in the House would 
establish a lottery similar to

method of selling tickets and 
the licensing of agents to sell 
the tickets. 

The bill specifies that an 
agent’s license cannot be 
issued to any person, 
association, club, corporation 
or society which engages in 
business exclusively as a 
lottery sales agent. It also 
would prohibit selling tickets 
to anyone under the age of 18. 

New Hampshire instituted 
the first state lottery in 1963, 
and while revenues were not 
as great as anticipated, the 
lottery has helped pay for the 
state’s annual budget. New 
Hampshire was followed by 
New York, New Jersey and, 
most recently, Pennsylvania. 

The New Jersey has been an 
outstanding success, mainly 
because of its simplicity and 
accessibility. New Jersey 
officials expected to make $10 
million the first year. The 
lottery brought in $60 million. 
This success prompted 
Michigan and other states to 
consider lotteries 

It is expected that revenues 
in Michigan would at least 
equal those of New' Jersey. 
The lure of legalized gambling 
is great and supporters of the 
state lottery note that unlike 
state sales and income taxes, 
the taxation or gambling 
activity is imposed only on 
those who voluntarily choose 
to gamble. 

Another argument in its 
favor is that gambling is in 
fact "common practice.” 
Thus, it would be better to 
legalize and regulate such 
activity rather than allow 
organized crime to control and 
profit from it, as was the case 
with illegal whiskey during 
prohibition. 

Slill another argument is 
that Michigan residents are 
spending money on oulstate 
lotteries and that it would be 
more beneficial to keep the 
profits in their own stale. 

In addition to the state 
lottery, the legislature has had 
under consideration 
legislation to permit state- 
controlled off-track betting 
and to allow' quarterhorse and 
greyhound racing in the state. 
The off-track betting bill 
already has passed the House.

Q. I’ve got a question that I haven’t been able to get a 
straight answer to from anybody. Can someone who is hung 
up on drugs get help from a doctor if that person is a minor 
and doesn’t want his parents to know'? 

S.A., Redford 

A. The answer basically is "Yes”, but there are a lot of 
u ifs” that go along with the "yes ”. 

First, let’s take a look at the law itself. Act 241 of the State 
of Michigan Public Acts of 1970 states: 

"A consent to care, treatment or service by a hospital, a 
public clinic, a private clinic, a physician... when executed 
by a minor who is, or professes to be, dependent on or subject 
to abuses of drugs or narcotics is valid and binding as if the 
minor had achieved his majority... A parent, guardian or 
custodian of a minor is not legally responsible for any 
care... rendered under this act.. .A treating physician may, 
but is not obligated to, inform the... parent... of the minor as 
to treatment given or needed.” 

Obviously, your first problem will be finding a lawyer to 
explain all that. But what is being said is that there is no need 
for parental consent for you to be treated and that the 
physician need not inform the parents. 

Now a word about some of the practical problems which 
arise from this. 

First of all, you have to find a physician who will agree to 
treat you on this basis. The physician is not obligated to treat 
you in this manner, and some feel that this procedure is not 
wise. You can be helped in this matter by referral agencies 
such as your local drug abuse center or the County Medical 

Society. __ 

Secondly, there is the matter of money. This is here, as 
everywhere, a problem. You will have to discuss frankly with 
the physician your financial capabilities - if any - and see if 
some arrangement can be made. Please remember that 
treatment may have to include psychological or psychiatric 
counseling. 

Finally, although you may not wish at the present to 
discuss this with your parents, any medical person with 
whom you consult will almost certainly urge you to seek your 
parents’ help. To have your problem presented to your 
parents by a physician may help relieve some of the fear that 
you feel about doing so yourself. 

Parents are still in almost all cases the very best resource 
persons you can find - especially, when those bills come due.

classrooms designed lo hold 
only 4.100 and by next fall 
enrollment will he nearing the 
4,f»00 mark. That’s why it 
became necessary to schedule 
double sessions for the third, 
fourth, fifth and sixth grades 
for the school year starting 
next September.

Elementary 
school band will still be 
available, but on an ‘extra- 
curricular’ basis, outside of 
regular hours. No bus 

transportation is scheduled 
for this, so participating 
students will have to arrange 
their own transportation. 

“The double session also 
will mean early bus pick-ups 
of students and late home 
arrivals," the committee 
pointed out. 

we’re not going to be able to 
catch up that fast, even if the 
voters give overwhelming 
approval to this proposal, 
these grades (third to sixth 
grades) are still going to have 
to go double sessions for at 
least two years - there is no 
other acceptable alternative," 
the committee s report said. 

“Even if we start now, the 
situation can’t possibly 
improve until September, 1974 
when the first of the new 
buildings could be ready for 
use," the report added.

Van Buren bond issue 
brochure distributed 


An informational brochure 
detailing all aspects of Van 
Buren Public School District’s 
proposed $10 million school 
bond issue is being distributed 
this week lo all of Ihe district’s 
parent-teacher organizations, 
homes and citizens groups. 

The school district’s 
electorate will vote on the 
bond proposal at a special 
school election scheduled for 
April 12. The school board and 
administrative officials urge 
voter approval on the 
proposed bond issue. 

Tli v informational 
brochure is in the form of a 
detailed and final report of a 
10 -member steering 
committee appointed by the 
Van Buren Board of 
Education to direct 
informational data and 
citizens’ participation for the 
April 12 election 

The new bond proposal 
would be used to finance the 
construction of three 
elementary schools and one 
junior high school, to enlarge 
Belleville High School’s 
library and to complete the 


high school’s Vocational 
Trade Center 

The Board of Education has 
requested the approval of the 
voters, claiming new school 
buildings and other structural 
facilities are “badly needed” 
in the immediate future. 

School Supt. Dale E. Kaulitz 
reported that a $4.5 million 
bond issue approved by the 
voters in 1965 has been used up 
through the financing of 
earlier planned school 
buildings and additions. Other 
prior bond issues similarly 
have been used up. 

Kaulitz reported that the 
increasing student 
enrollments in Van Buren 
Public School System and the 
overcrowded conditions in all 
of the district’s elementary 
schools at the present time 
make it "imperative" that 
additional classroom facilities 
he made available as soon as 
possible. 

Student enrollment has 
increased by 633 over the 1970- 
71 school year. With current 
housing developments in the 


school district and those on the 
drafting boards, expectations 
are that the school district will 
have at least an annual 
student increase of 500 
students. 

Recently the school board 
announced its approval of 
double sessions for some 
grades in all the elementary 
schools starting in the 1972-73 
school year, and has approved 
Ihe appointment of a three- 
member committee to study a 
12-month school year. 

The steering committee, 
headed by Kenneth A.

1. The presumptive level for 
drinking under the influence 
of intoxicating liquor will be 
reduced from 0.15 per cent to 
0.10 per cent or more 

2. %The impaired driving 
level will be reduced from 0.10 


per cent to levels in excess of 
0.07 per cent but less than the 
0.10 per cent. 

3. When the blood alcohol 
level is 0.07 per cent or less, a 
defendant will be presumed 
not lobe under the influence of 
intoxicating liquor. 

Blood alcohol levels have 
been verified as reliable 
measures of a drinker’s 
reaction to alcohol he has 
consumed. 

Chief Koch explained that 
five average highballs or five 
beers, downed within an hour, 
will result in a blood alcohol 
level of approximately 0.10 
per cent in a 150-pound 
individual. 

The new blood alhocol limits 
mean that a persons formerly 


subject to the lesser 
“impaired” driving charge 
will not be charged as a drunk 
driver. 

“How fast the drinks are 
consumed and whether or nor 
food is involved during the 
drinking will influence the 
rate of alcohol absorption into 
the blood stream Koch said. 

Michigan's implied consent 
law provides that drivers 
using Michigan highways are 
presumed to have given their 
consent to a chemical test if 
arrested for driving under the 
influence of intoxicating 
liquor (DUIL). Refusal can 
result in loss of the driver’s 
license. 

The Breathalyzer has been 
established as the approved 
instrument for making breath 
tests, and officers operating 
the instruments must be 
trained and recertified 
annually.

The Michigan Gvil Service 
Commission has approved re- 
establishment of a 
Compensation Advisory 
Board to help determine pay 
rates and fringe benefits for 
the state’s 48,000 classified 
workers for 1973. 

Unlike traditional collective 
bargaining, w here fact finding 
takes place only when 
bargaining breaks down and 
the parties reach an impasse, 
the state starts out with joint 
fact finding first and then 
holds pay discussions.

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Romulus man feels singled out in renewal plan 


Urban renewal • and the consequent dislocation of many 
homeowners-can be a heartbreaking experience, bringing 
an abrupt end to carefully laid plans and well-thought-out 
dreams 

Many homeowners accept the forced removal reluctantly, 
but quickly find a new home in another area or in the urban 
renewal district, determined to stay where they’ve 
established their roots. Others do not - or cannot - accept it, 
feeling that a decision as big as forcing a family to give up its 
home and property should not be left to man alone. 

For Harold J. Dugas of 34567 Van Bom Rd.. Romulus, the 
city’s decision to take his home and property for the first 
phase of its urban renewal program was an especially hard 
pill to swallow. A Romulus resident since 1946, Dugas has had 
it particularly hard in trying to build himself a home to be 
proud of in an area he loves. 

Ever since he can recall, his dream has been to own and 
operate a beauty shop and photography studio. For various 
reasons his dream is still just that, and he remains working 
at Ford Motor Co. on the afternoon shift, hoping to save up 
enough money to someday open a studio in which he can use 
his photographic talents, and a real beauty shop in which he 
can utilize his beauty operator’s license. 

When his marriage failed, financial problems made the 
idea of a photography studio seem even farther off, and the 
finishing touch came several months ago when he was injured 
on the job and lost the use of his arms temporarily. Right 
now he is only allowed to lift 10 pounds, and therefore can 
accomplish little of which he has planned to fix up his white 
frame home on the comer of Van Bom and Second Street. 

He goes through his home proudly, pointing out the plans 
he envisions for enlarging certain rooms, converting others, 
painting, building a photography studio next door. Actually 
Dugas has had a beauty shop since 1946, but now does work 
only for a few, since the room in his house set aside for that 
work will allow no more. 

The stark reality of the situation is quite apparent. 
How ever determined he is, the city has its plans for making 
the decaying area in that section of the city a better place to 
live, and. unfortunately for him, Dugas’ homestead is in its 

plans. . . . . 

Dugas has been fighting it since he found out his land was 
included, and the case will undoubtedly end up in court 
before it is settled. Even George Wilhelmi, urban renewal 
director, is certain of that. 

Dugas has claimed Wilhelmi has a vendetta against him 
for his vocal renouncements of urban renewal projects at 
various city council meetings. Dugas has charged that, 
unlike what he feels has been put across by various persons, 
urban renewal is not a “give-away” program.” According to 
him. “Wilhelmi’s action (is) intended punishment and 
harassment for my objecting at public meetings to the slant 
of his presentation on urban renewal as a government 
giveaway program.” 

A former chairman of the Romulus Township Planning 
Commission, Dugas feels he has been singled out among the 
residents in his immediate area and that his home and 
property are being taken in relation for opposing Wilhelmi. 

As patient as he is in explaining his side, Wilhelmi 
repeatedly insists that this is not the case. 

“I like people, and this is a people-type project,” Wilhelmi 
says. “I don’t get mad at them (those who object) but if the 
plan is good, it should be carried through.” 

The urban renewal director is especially proud of this plan. 


many other projects where everything is levelled. About 40 
structures are remaining which are rehabilitative or 
standard. 

Then again, along with the obsolescent buildings and those 
declared substandard are some standard homes which have 
had to go to make way for a variety of things - a road, a water 
line, a park. 

a major point of controversy stems from the fact that 
Dugas claims his home is standard and should be allowed to 
remain. Wilhelmi doesn’t contradict that - as far as the 
building itself, it is standard. The problem is that his 
property is deficient - Wilhelmi claims there is a mere two 
feet between the Van Bom right-of-way and Dugas’ house. 
City requirements call for 25 feet. 

Another reason his home must go, according to Wilhelmi, 
is a new road which will be constructed behind the Dugas 
home. If it wasn’t for the road, the urban renewal director 
explains, his home could be rehabilitated so that it would fit 
in with the urban renewal plan. 

With the road going in behind his home, however, the lots in 
that vicinity must be redrawn to ensure they are all standard, 
which Dugas’ would not be if it remained. 

Dugas has charged that his property would be especially 
beneficial to the city because, he claims, it is a particularly 
good plot on which to locate a business, thus bringing 
revenue into the city. 

Wilhelmi counters, though, by pointing out that "not much 
of a commercial building could be put up” there and that the 
city would much rather see businesses located in one 
particular area, such as a shopping center, an idea 
becomingly increasingly more popular with shoppers. 

Dugas has also charged that the home on the east of his, 
owned by Eugene Wilson, and two homes to the west of his 
are not being taken. According to Dugas, Wilson has 
expanded upon his home since urban renewal plans became 
known, and he has charged that Wilson’s house has been left 
out of the city project for political reasons. 

Dugas says he is not complaining in hopes that Wilson’s 
home is taken. Rather, he charges, he simply wants to be 
granted the same “immunity” his neighbor is receiving. 

He also claims that property owners with “much smaller 
homes and property than mine and occupied by more 
people” are being permitted by Wilhelmi to keep their 
property. 

Although Dugas claims otherwise, Wilhelmi says that both 
homes Dugas refers to on the west of him are going and that 
the owners have been notified. And as for Wilson, Wilhelmi 
says that with the new road which is coming through. 
Wilson’s home will be conforming because he has been 
directed to change the front of his home from Van Bom to the 
new road, a move which Wilhelmi says would not be possible 
for Dugas to make since the property would still not conform. 

Finally, Dugas charges he has been ignored by Wilhelmi, 
the city, and even the Detroit Office of the Department of 
Housing and Urban Development (HUD), which controls the 
Romulus project. He is even more indignant about the $22,800 
price which he has been offered by the city for his land and 
home. 


“This is the first project I had seen where you could 
actually build without destroying the whole community,” the 
director comments. According to Wilhelmi, a number of 
homes and buildings are being allowed to remain, unlike

Ratke points out that Auto 
Club offices will be open from 
9 a m. to 5 p m the final five 
days, including Good Friday. 
Additional personnel will be 
available to handle the record 
crowds. 

What motorists need to 
purchase 1972 tabs are: 

—The prepared registration 
form mailed to most car 
owners by the Department of 
State. 

—Cost of tabs as stated on 


the registration form. 

—If insured, bring proof of 
public liability and property 
damage insurance. 

—If uninsured, have $45 for 
the Motor Vehicle Accident 
Claims Fund. 

Car owners without the 
prepared form, however, 
must provide a self-completed 
registration form, car title 
plus proof of insurance and 
know your 1971 license plate 
number. 

Cost of tabs which is the 
same as stated on the 1971 
registration. 

The $1 fee formerly paid by 
insured vehicle owners for the 
Motor Vehicle Fund is not in 
effect this year.

Ford has been joined by a 
bipartisan coalition of Great 
l^ikes area congressmen in 
sponsoring an amendment to 
Ik* offered next week during 
consideration of the Federal 
Water Pollution Control Act 

••The amendment is 
designed to preserve the right 
of stales to prohibit the 
discharge of sewage from 
boats operating on their lakes 


and rivers,'’ Congressman 
Ford said. 

The sewage-pollution fight 
is nothing new for Ford, who 
first battled the problem 
nearly 10 years ago while 
serving in the Michigan State 
Senate He conducted the first 
hearings ever held in 
Michigan on the vessel- 
sewage problem. 

These hearings paved the 
way for Michigan to become 
one of the first slates in the 
nation to adopt regulations. 
Some 19 other states have also 
adopted “no-discharge" laws 
for their lakes and rivers. 


•*1 am very concerned over 
the prospect of having 
Michigan’s very fine law 
wiped out by the passage of 
the Water Pollution Control 
Act as wTitten," Ford said 

The Michigan law provides 
that “all toilet-equipped 
watercraft moored or 
operated on the waters of the 
State of Michigan are required 
to be equipped with holding 
tanks, self-contained machine 
toilets, or incinerating devices 
which will effectively prevent 
the overboard discharge of all 
sewage wastes produced on 
the vessel." 

“The amendment I am 
proposing would cost the 
federal government nothing, 
and would take no power aw ay 
from the federal government. 
It would simply permit 
individual states to adopt 
more strict marine sanitation 
rules than the minimum 
standards set by federal 
regulations 

•The hill as written would 
efectively cripple many 
excellent state statues which 
now contain stringent no- 
discharge standards. This 
would be a terrible step 
backward for the many 
hardworking citizens, 
organizations and state 
officials who have brought 
about highly effective state 
law's." 

Congressman Ford’s 
amendment is supported by 
many organizations, including 
conservation groups, 
environmental and civic 
clubs, and labor unions

Senate vote on Congressional redistricting, essentially the 
Nedzi plan favored by Republicans to protect all incumbents 
with an amendment in southwestern Michigan to give Sen. 
Charles 0. Zollar (R-Benton Harbor) a shot at the seat now 
held by Rep. Edward Hutchinson (R-Fennville). Passed, 20- 
12. Nay - Faust, McCauley. 

Senate vote on Senate bill imposing tighter restrictions on 
homebuilders and remodeling contractors. Passed, 24-9. Yea 
- Faust, McCauley. 

Senate vote on House bill providing civil service for 
sheriff’s departments. Passed. 23-11. Yea - Faust. Nay - 
McCauley 



STATE HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES 
(Weeks of March 13-24) 

House vote on Senate amendment establishing May 16 
presidential primary for a vote empowering the legislature 
to approve legalized lotteries, including bingo, in Michigan. 
Passed. 83-10. (Measure goes on ballot) Yea- Mahalak. 

House vote on House bill providing reciprocity agreements 
between state colleges and universities with those of other 
states. Applies largely to Upper Peninsula and Wisconsin 
schools.

j^aior John E. McCauley (D-Wyandotte) 
..a* introduced a bill setting up a coordinated 
plan for environmental improvement. 

The bill would establish the Environmental 
Conservation Organization (ECO) and an 
Environmental Advisory* Council made up of 
representatives from labor and industry. 

ECO itself would be established in the 
governor's office and would be made up of the 
directors of the Department of Agriculture, 
Commerce. Highways, Labor, Natural 
Resources. Public Health and Social 
Services, as well as the Superintendent of the 
Department of Education 

’It will be the job of ECO to bring together 
all of the various programs aimed at cleaning 
up our environment,” McCauley declared. “If 
Michigan is really sincere about undertaking 
a massive program designed to improve the 
air we breathe, the water w r e drink, and the 
land we walk on, while at the same time 
getting a dollar’s worth of service for every 
dollar spent, then we must move to develop a 
master plan of action.” 

McCauley envisions his program as a 
vehicle through which unemployed and 
underemployed Michigan residents would be 
pul to work on environmental cleanup 
programs using funds that are currently 
appropriated for the various departments. 

“II is my position that substantial savings 
in administrative costs can be realized througn 
this legislation, and that these -savings plus 
the channeling of funds to specific program , 
will have a real impact on the ecological 
crisis.” McCauley said. 


Another of the bill would enable ECO 
lake over unused or partially used state 
facilities for specific environmental projects. 
The provision is in keeping with the general 
tenor of the Dill, which is efficient use of 
state money and manpower. 

The advisory council, which would be 
appointed by the governor, w'ould allow 
citizen participation in the work of ECO. 
Composed of seven members from industry 
and labor and representing various 
geographical areas of the state, the council 
would provide the necessary- guidance from 
the general public needed to develop a 
comprehensive environmental program 

Tin McCauley bill also provides for 
legislative participation in ECO by requiring 
that the Senate Committee on Conservation 
and Tourist Industry and the House 
Committee on Conservation and Recreation 
be notified of meetings of the organization, 
members of these committees would 
participate as ex officio members of ECO. 

“As I have observed the sincere and 
dedicated efforts of many persons and 
agencies in controlling what certainly is the 
major problem of the 1970’s, I have been 
struck with the lack of a concerted plan and 
the failure to involve the youth of Michigan to 
the extent a vast majority indicate they want 
to become involved." McCauley said. “ECO 
would provide the framework for the 
developing of such a plan State, federal, and 
private funds could be coordinated, human 
resources mobilized, and at last we would 
have real action as well as rhetoric.”

Is a coach responsible for his players’ actions on a 
basketball court? 

I said “NO” in a recent column - but I’m not a basketball 
coach. 

Many of the area coaches als- 
felt that a high school coach 
had more leverage in 
containing their players’ 
actions than their 
counterparts in college. 

The controversy began a 
couple of weeks ago when 
Eastern Michigan 
University’s most successful 
cage coach. Jim Dutcher, 
announced he was resigning 
after one of his players, 

George Gervin hauled off and 
kayoed Jay Piccola, a 
Roanoke College player 
during a semifinal game of the 
National Collegiate Athletic 
Association’s tournament. JIM DUTCHER 

Dutcher said: “I am resigning ... When you lose control 
over your players it is time to get out.”- 

Here’s what some of the area prep coaches had to say 
about the controversial affair. 

“1 think a coach is responsible for his player’s action on the 
court.” said West High’s Chris Babler “But a college coach 
is in a more precarious position than a high school coach. We 
are nearer the kids therefore w f e can be stricter. 

“It was an unfortunate thing that happened to Coach 
Dutcher. I know him personally and he’s one of the nicest 
guys you’d ever want to meet,” Babler said. 

However. Livonia Coach Bob Visser said it this way: “An 
individual is responsible for his own actions. But a coach, by 
all means, must try to educate his players to react - and not to 
react - to certain emotional situations. 

“As a high school coach we see our kids more often than a 
college coach does. After recruiting an individual, a college 
coach usually doesn’t have an opportunity to really get to 
know his players. 

“As a coach we have to hope that the situation doesn’t get 
as explosive as in the EMU-Roanoke affair.” 

Wayne Memorial’s Bill Hawley pointed out that “the 
coaches set down the rules in high school and they, by their 
actions, let it be known what is tolerable. 

“There are certain things in practice I will not tolerate and 
the kids know this. Therefore, if a coach tolerates 
unsportsmanship in practice it could mean to his players that 
it is a signal for them to do it in games. 

“I have to feel that a coach is responsible for a players’ 
actions. He has a great affect on his team. If a coach refuses 
to take full responsibility for his team; then he’s in the wrong 
business.” 

Garden City East Coach Billy Joe Young felt that a coach 
has the responsibility of controlling his players up to a point. 

“The coach can’t be completely responsible,” said Coach 
Young. “There are too many variable involved." 

Gordon Davis, Westland John Glenn’s mentor, pointed out 
that kids really are reflections of their coach. 

“I could understand that there would be extenuating 
circumstances whereby it would be difficult, almost 
impossible, for a coach to control his players or team, but I 
have to say that a coach is responsible for their actions. 

“A coach’s philosophy rubs off on the kids and these kids 
reflect their coach. That’s what the game is all about,” Davis 
said. 

In nature basketball is an explosive game, commented 
Dick McNally Cherry Hill’s head coach “Winners are 
usually defiant, and impulsive players’ actions are usually 
beyond the coach’s control. 

“However, if a coach had warned his players before the 
season began that he wouldn't tolerate any unsportsmanlike

Jackson, the sensational 6-4 
senior who hails from Garden 
City East High (or is it the 
other way around?) carried 
East to the quarterfinals of the 
state Class A tournament. 

Dietz, a rugged 6-8 senior 
led Livonia Franklin to its 
first Northwest Suburban 
Conference championship 

Grayson capped a three- 
year varsity career by helping 
Inkster to an undefeated Mid- 
Wavne Conference title. 

Harris, a tricky guard and a 
deadly shot was the catalyst 
that provided Romulus with a 
phenomenal season. 

Slamer, playing on an 
undistinguished Wayne High 
team, caught the eyes of 
every coach and scout in the 
area for his outstanding game 
at both ends of the court. 

All five were unanimously 


named to The Daily Eagle and 
Associated Newspapers All- 
Area basketball team s first 
string 

Jackson is the only holdover 
from last year’s squad. A 
southpaw pivotman, Dave 
became the first eager in the 
history of Garden City East 
basketball to score 1.000 or 
more career points. He is the 
second prep to do it in the city, 
following in the footsteps of 
West’s Rick Drewitz, who is 
presently playing at the 
University of Kentucky.

"Cutting a boy from a baseball team or athletics isn’t going 
to solve problems, it's going to create more, ever more 
serious ones,’’ said the father. 

That may be true. 

But it also is true that a coach has to draw a line 
somewhere: how should one discipline a deliquent player 
and. if one boy gets away with breaking the rules, what about 
the others?

Tips on what to do 
when buying pools 


What are loosely called backyard 
swimming pools continue to grow in 
popularity. 

They range from small above-the-ground 
pools of various types to luxurious in-the- 
ground installations that often are as much 
status symbols and eye-catchers as places to 
swim. 

How do you go about buying a pool? I’ve 
never bought one, so my knowledge of the 
subject is limited. I decided to look up an old 
friend. Buster Crabbe, of swimming and 
movie fame. Not necessarily because he won 
an Olympic gold medal way back when. And 
certainly not because he once portrayed Tar- 
zan in Films. But because for the past 16 
years, as executive director of Cascade 
Industries, he has been associated with the 
sale and installation of home swimming 
pools. 

As fast with words as he still is in the water, 
Buster gave this advice to potential pool 
buyers: 

“First, decide what use your pool will tje 
put to. If it’s mostly for smaller children and a 
temporary investment, an above-ground pool 
will do. But if it’s planned for the whole family 
for full swimming, as well as poolside social 
living, I advise the permanent investment of 
an in-ground type. 

“Locate the pool in a sunny spot where 
there’s also natural shelter from the wind, or 
add a windbreak fence or shrubbery. Family 
pools should be convenient to the house and 
easy to keep an eye on from one or more 
windows. The most common sizes are 16 by 32 


or 20 by 40, but allow about 36 square feet per 
swimmer. Depths should run from 3 feet at 
the shallow end to 54 to 9 feet at the deep end. 

“In today’s modern pool, you can get 
almost any shape, whether in poured concrete 
or gunnite, which is sprayed concrete, or in 
the prefabricated vinyl liner type. The vinyl 
liner never needs painting and should carry a 
warranty of at least 10 years. 

“The key to the Final product you get in a 
pool is your builder. Check out how long he 
has been in business, make sure his product is 
covered by guarantees and be sure he will 
service the pool after it is built. And, very 
important, talk with owners of pools he has 
built. They will tell you the truth. 

“There are certain things to check out with 
your builder. Find out about taxes, zoning and 
any local regulations. The site should be free 
of rock— blasting adds expense— or ground 
water, since sealing this off costs extra. Be 
sure the pool has an adequate wide-mouthed 
skimmer, an efFicient filter and automatic 
chemical feeding. Consider putting in a 
heater when you build; it costs less to install 
then and, in most locations, will add two or 
three months to the swimming season. 

“And remember, no matter what your age, 
swimming is the best and healthiest form of 
exercise.”

Here’s the answer 


Q.— There is a decided 
squeak in one area of the floor 
of our living room. There is no 
way to get to it from the bot- 
tom, so it has to be fixed from 
the top. I have read time and 
again about how to do this by 
driving nails into the floor at 
an angle. That’s all right for a 
wooden floor, but I have never 
seen any instructions about 
what to do when the upper lay- 
er of the floor is resilient tile. I 
laid down the tile over our 
wooden floor about two years 
ago. Can you help me? 

A.— No doubt about it. 
Trying to take the squeak out 
of a floor covered with 
resilient tile is more difficult 
than ordinary. If you drive the 
nails through the tiles very 
carefully, using Finishing nails 
and then a nail set to get them 
a little below the surface, you 
may be able to patch the tiny 
holes without it being too 
noticeable. 

But you have to work very 
carefully so as not to crack the 
tile or otherwise damage it. A 
slightly safer way is to drive 
each nail at an angle through 
the joint between two tiles, 
also setting it below the 


surface and then patching the 
hole. The disadvantage of this 
is that you can’t drive the nails 
into the wood at precisely the 
points you want, yet it will 
work, most of the time. The 
advantage is that there is no 
danger of damaging the tiles.

Q— I intend to do some work 
soon with hardboard panels. I 
have a table saw. What kind of 
blade should I use? I ask this 
because a friend of mine said 
he ruined an ordinary crosscut 
saw using it on hardboard 
panels. 

A.— If you are cutting just a 
couple of panels, a crosscut or 
combination blade should 
handle it with no damage to 
the blade. But if you have an 
extensive amount of cutting to 
do, a carbide-tipped blade is 
recommended.

Q— Does exterior plywood 
have a better grade of wood 
than the interior kind? 

A.— The designation “ex- 
terior” has nothing to do with 
the quality of the wood. There 
are various grades of both 
interior and exterior plywood. 
The difference is in the kind of 
glue used to hold together the 
layers or plies. Exterior 
plywood is made with phenolic 
or resorcinol-type adhesives, 
which are waterproof. Interior 
plywood is made with any one 
of several kinds of adhesives 
that resist moisture but are 
not truly waterproof. 


The family room need not 
look that dreary, a woman 
thought, and she proceeded to 
put some zing into it. “So I 
could sit in it occasionally and 
enjoy it,” she said. 

It’s an idea for an in- 
expensive project. In many 
homes the family room is the 
one with the cast-off furniture 
where the kids can really go 
wild.

—A garden corner: A par- 
ticularly good spot for plants 
is the corner nearest the door. 
Begin by making a free-form 
design, arch or square on the 
floor with an outline of one row 
of bricks. This might be no 
more than a few feet from the 
wall in a corner, but it can be 
any size the room size will 
permit. Within the brick area, 
put down an old shower sheet 
(some people make a little 
platform of redwood). Over 
this you can put some white 
stones. Into this area put some 
plants at different heights by 
placing them on little stools, 
on small inverted baskets or 
other containers. A tall plant 
might be put in the corner. All 
containers should be placed on

When a supposedly modem 
kitchen begins to act like a 
wraparound version of Fibber 
McGee’s closet, it may be 
time for remodeling “from the 
inside out” 

Deep, unreachable shelves 
in base cabinets can be 
rescued by putting half the 
storage on the door. Lengths 
of lx6-ineh western pine 
attached on edges to sides and 
bottom and faced with lath 
allows filing of unstackables 
or lids on the door. 

Shortening inner shelves 
accordingly makes everything 
easier to see and reach. For 
deep corner cabinets, lazy 
susan circular shelves swing 
everything around for easy 
access. 

Tall pantry shelves mean 
leaning towers of canned 
goods that often end in 
disaster. Closing up shelves to 
six and eight-inch intervals 
(save one or two for a 
maximum 12 inches) gives 
more shelves and more 
convenience. 

Strips of wood molding 
attached to the front of high 
shelves keep cans from 
accidentally being pulled off 
while reaching for something 
farther back.

Q — I will be making a small 
log cabin this summer. What’s 
the best way to close up the 
openings between the logs? 

A — On the assumption that 
the openings will be small, 
they can be closed effectively 
with a caulking material. It’s 
easy to use if you get one of 
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receptacles that will catch 
excess water to protect floors. 

Little animal statues might 
lx* used in the area. Duck de- 
coys might be put on stones. If 
you don’t have anything on 
hand, you might buy a little 
metal or ceramic frog. 

When you get your oasis or- 
ganized you will find all sorts 
of things will look pretty in it. 
One family had a 
recirculating water spout put 
into their garden corner, 
easily done because it was 


adjacent to the bathroom. The 
small fountain provided a 
very pretty effect when they 
turned it on. 

—A lively color scheme is 
essential for any room that 
needs a shot of quick charm. 
U>ok around the room to see 
where you could use color. The 
wooden frame of sofa or 
chairs? The old hi-fi cabinet? 
A beat-up chest? Orange, 
lemon, lime are pretty in such 
a room combined with white. 
You might put a wall covering 


of the bright color on one wall. 
Paint the accessories— waste 
baskets, magazine racks— 
white but it might be cheerful 
to paint the flower pots in the 
bright color. 

A good way to get a pretty 
color scheme is to buy a small 
length of fabric of a good de- 
signer and use the colors in it 
to decorate the room. Frame a 
square or rectangle of the fab- 
ric for the wall. The back- 
ground color might provide 
the color for the larger pieces

of furniture and other colors 
might be good for accessories. 

Bright area rugs can further 
enliven such a room and these 
could be rolled for safety dur- 
ing the day when children use 
the room. 

—Cozy seating: If such a 
room is to provide carefree re- 
laxation. try different levels of 
seating. Young people love to 
sit on the floor and this might 
be encouraged by making 
some large square pillows ana 
covering them with washable 
fabric. In old junk shops one* 
can often find old sturdy 
coffee tables, piano benches, 
chairs. The tables are usually 
strong enough to be sat upon, 
and with a coat of paint and a 
colorful cushion these might 
be made very attractive and 
serviceable as benches. You 
might want to cut the legs 
down on an old chair or piano 
bench. (Don’t cut the legs on 
your old piano stool— these are 
becoming fashionable again.) 


Dear Al: 

While cutting up firewood, I 
also made an interesting 
garden walk for our back 
yard. From the logs with the 
biggest diameter, I cut slices 
about 2 to 3 inches thick . These 
wafers were placed flat on the 
ground and act just like 
steppingstones. They were 
easy to cut with my chain saw.

These round slices do make 
a good-looking rustic walk. I 
would tecommend some sort of 
preservative on the wood, and 
you may also wish to consider 
a bed of sand under the slices 
to keep them more level. 

Dear Al: 

Here is a good stunt when 
installing new baseboards or 
other trim on old work. Place 
a piece of wrapping paper or 
newspaper behind the piece 
you are installing. Let it 
extend several inches on 
either side. Now the new wood 
can be painted without 
smearing up the wall or floor. 
When the paint has dried, trim 
off the paper with a razor 
blade. 

Old Hand 

...A new trick, Old 
Hand. ..and a good one. 

A Super Hint - Sawing 
through a resinous piece of 
wood can be a gummy job. 
One way to make it less gooey 
is to squirt turpentine on both 
sides of the saw blade. As you 
go along, you may have to give 
it additional turp if the blade 



gums up. This not only makes 
the cutting process a lot 
easier, but also makes clean- 
up time more pleasant. 

Dear Al: 

If any of your readers have 
taken up welding, they may 
like my free heavy-duty 
welding table. It is made from 
an open-topped 55-gallon oil 
drum. A scrap of heavy 
expanded steel was cut to fit 
over the opening, and is held 
on by wires through holes in* 
the drum. The drum catches 
any hot particles that drop in 
the welding process. Also, it is 
easy to tilt and roll to any site 
where I will be welding.

describe. The well hole is too 
small and would dictate a too 
steep angle of about 60 
degrees. This would be 
uncomfortable to climb and 
not safe. The ideal angle for a 
stairway is 30-35 degrees. 
However, you might want to 
look into the possibility of a 
pre fab spiral staircase. That 
would solve your problem... To 
F. V. - The mortar between the 
bricks certainly is faulty if it 
can be rubbed off by light 
scratching. This defect is 
known as soft mortar and is 
probably the result of too 
much sand in the mix. You 
should repoint the joints, and 
this is quite a job as it requires 
removal of about an inch of 
the old mortar to provide a 
bed for the new. Brush or blow 
all the dust out and wet down 
the surfaces just before you 
put in the new. Also, mix the 
mortar in small batches as 
retempering will weaken the 
batch. Mix no more than you 
will use within an hour, and 
you will avoid having to 
remix. Good luck!

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NBD helps veterans 

Gives 90 - day loan interest-free for school 


“Looks like everybody 
didn’t forget about us after 
all,” the slender student in old 
Army fatigues told a Wayne 
County Community College 
advisor as he signed the last of 
his registration forms. 

He is one of 47 Vietnam 
veterans awarded up to $200 in 
interestfree loans through a 
college aid program which 
may be the first of its kind 

The 90-day loans come from 
a $5,000 fund set up at the 
college by National Bank of 
Detroit. As the fund is 
replenished by paid-off loans, 
others will be awarded by the 
college to veterans who 
qualify. 

The loan program helps 
veterans enroll in their first 
semester of classes and buy 
books Once enrolled, they 
may apply for Federal GI Bill 
Kducational Benefits of up to 
$6,000 for 18 months of service. 


“The loan program helps 
solve the problem of the 
veteran who wants to get in 
college now', but doesn't have 
the money to get in the door,” 
says an NBD spokesman 

The loan fund was the 
outcome of several meetings 
lx* tween NBD and college 
officials, who were searching 
. for ways to help student 
veterans. The college 
presented the idea of the 
loans, while NBD suggested 
they be interest-free. 

John R. Bowker, the 
college's director of student 
financial aid, placement and 
veteran services, comments. 
“The desire to get inside 
college doors is the first thing 
veterans must have. But 
many of them aren’t fully 
aware of their GI Bill 
Kducational Benfits, which 
mean up to 36 months of 
government-financed 
education. 


Bowker is board chairman 
of the Center for the 
Education of Returning 
Veterans (CERV), an 
organization which employs 
student veterans to contact, 
inform and encourage other 
veterans to use their GI Bill 
Educational Benfits CERV 
operates at 21 colleges and 
universities in Macomb. 
Monroe, Oakland, St. Clair, 
Washtenaw' and Wayne 
counties. 

“By getting involved in 
problems connected wi*h 
financing education. CERV 
hopes to become a vehicle for 
solving other problems of 
Vietnam era veterans,” he 
says 

“WCCC lias 12,000 students 
and more than 10 per cent of 
these are veterans. Anyone 
who says the problems of Viet 
Nam solidiers are no different 
from those of other periods is 
fooling himself.” Bowker

The State Board of 
Education has tentatively 
approved for educational 
planning and some funding 
purposes 18 area designations 
covering all of Michigan. 

Board Vice President 
Michael J. Deeb, of Detroit, 
said, “these area designations 
were developed in close 
cooperation with 
representatives of the 
Michigan Association of 
Intermediate School 
Administrators. This 
organization will continue to 
work with the State Board of 
Education as area planning 
proceeds. 


“The state board has 
requested the Superintendent 
of Public Instruction to take 
certain steps to assure that 
intermediate school 
superintendents will continue 
to have close involvement in 
this regionalization picture,” 
Deeb said. 

Under Deeb’s proposal 
which was adopted by the 
board. an 18-member 
committee would be appointed 
by the Intermediate 
Superintendent’s Association. 

“This committee would 
recommend as often as 
possible to the State Board of 


Education any modifications 
that should take pldce in the 
tentatively approved 18 area 
designations in order that 
each area of the state can 
participate in certain funding 
and educational planning 
activities until such time as 
the state may be realigned in 
reorganized intermediate 
school districts,” Deeb said. 

He noted that (he state 
board has provided strong 
support for Senate Bill 365, 
pending in Legislature, to 
accomplish reorganization.

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New alcohol level for driving goes into effect 

Auto Club wants judges, police to crack down on drunk drivers 


\ Automobile Club of Michigan Monday called the new .10 
.blood-alcohol level to determine a driver legally drunk, 
.which goes into effect tomorrow (Thursday), a “second 
chance” to begin cutting down the 50 per cent of traffic 
.fatalities involving alchohol. 

Through a letter to all concerned enforcement and court 
officials asking that the new law be strictly upheld, Auto Club 
•Suggested the number of drinking drivers arrested and 
.'convicted in Michigan be tripled. 

£ 

"Michigan now has a better chance to cut the number of 
car fatalities caused by drinking drivers, by insuring that 


police, prosecutors, judges and juries work together to 
protect the 95 per cent of drivers who never get behind the 
wheel after drinking enough to get to .10 and the majority 
who never get to even .05 and drive,” Richard R. Dann, Auto 
Gub’s executive vice-president wrote. 

He pointed out it takes six ounces of alcohol (or six beers) 
in an hour for a 160-pound motorists to reach .10 and eight 
drinks to reach .15. 

“We do not condone driving after drinking, but Auto Club 
realizes eight of every 10 motorists do drink and drive. The 
majority are social drinkers not causing a problem," states 
Dann.

The problem drinking driver is involved in over 50 per cent 
of the fatal traffic accidents involving alcohol, yet he makes 
up only five percent of the driving population, according to 
Auto Club. 6 

“Michigan’s original implied consent law has not had the 
effect it should have had in the past, our ‘Bring ‘Em Back 
Alive!’ studies show,” states Dann. 

In letters sent to all circuit and district judges, prosecuting 
attorneys and police officials across the state, Dann writes 
that more than half the drinking drivers now involved in fatal 
accidents are not even detected by police. 

Of those arrested for drunk driving at .15 blood-alcohol 
level, only half are found guilty as charged, Dann points out. 
Another 25 per cent are found guilty of reduced charges such 
as impaired, reckless or careless driving or other lesser 
offenses. 

More than 16 per cent of those arrested for drunk driving 
use legal steps to delay court appearances with the 
remaining nine per cent either acquitted or some other action 
taken such as referral to rehabilitation or juvenile court. 

Dann points out that before .10 blood-alcohol level can be 
an effective tool, police must apprehend more drinking 
drivers and investigate traffic accidents more diligently. 

During 1971, Dann said, only 20,000 persons were arrested 
for drunk driving, while more than 50,000 drinking drivers 
were involved in more than 100,000 reported personal injury 
and fatal accidents. 

Dann suggests that police increase highway patrol activity 
and embark on selective law enforcement programs, just to 
begin to keep up with the steady increase in traffic volume 
and number of cars on the road. 

He urged prosecuting attorneys to “prosecute vigorously 
all drunk driving cases ... because a ‘loaded driver’ is an 
dangerous as a loaded gun when it comes to killing innocent 
people.” 

Dann told judges that “lenience by some courts too often 
returns problem drinking drivers to the roads. 

“After a driver has had his license revoked by the 
Secretary of State, he appeals the decision to the State 
Circuit Court license appeal system ... and 70 to 80 per cent of

these bad drivers who appeal to courts have licenses 
restored. 

Most judges say they restore a license because of the 
hardship its loss means to the driver and his family,” Dann 
wrote the judges. “Auto Gub feels that returning a drinking 
driver to the road for that reason, or giving him a sentence 
that is not meaningful , is unfair to the 95 per cent of motorists 
who never reach .10 blood-alcohol level and then drive.” 

“An intensive study of the drinking driver problem 
convinces us that everyone connected with it, from the driver 
to safety authorities, has to change his way of viewing it ” 
Dann states. 6 ’ 

“Although we shouldn’t, most of us on occasion find 
ourselves in a situation in our auto-oriented society where we 
have a drink or two and then drive,” he added. “Most thus 
feel an unwarranted sympathy for, or relation to. the driver 
apprehended after drinking It’s the ‘There but for the grace 
of God go I’ syndrome. But this is false reasoning. Most of us 
never get near the .10 to .15 blood-alcohol level as social 
drinkers. 

“When the great majority of motorists realize how many 
drinks it takes to get to 10, and that they have never reached 
this level in their social drinking, they will become enraged 
at the lenience with which all of us treat the drunk driver, and 
demand that he be taken off the road and kept off until he 
changes his drinking habits,” Dann added.

PCHA approves new budget ; daily rates hiked 






Projected cash receipts total $39,993,000 compared with 
last year's projected $36,841,000 
According to Dr Karl S Klicka, PCHA executive director, 
the board took a “somewhat different approach” in making 
up the budget this year by involving the personnel more. A 
Personnel Committee reviewed the positions of the four 
hospitals, while the Buildings and Property Committee 
reviewed evdry piece of equipment requested, according to 
Klicka 

The daily rates for a semi-private room will go from $52 to 
$56 50, effective April 1, while ward accommodations will 
increase from $50 to $54.50 Delivery room service charges 


will go from $100 to $125, w'hile the first hour of major surgery 
will cost the patient $90 as compared to $80. 

The daily rates are below those of most other area 

hospitals, even with the new rate increase. The new rates, it 
also was pointed out, are within the wage-price guidelines 
even though the daily room rates reflect more than an 8 per 
cent increase. 

According to Roger Remer, board treasurer, the figures 
stay with the 6 per cent guidelines at gross revenue and 
project a 2.8 per cent net raise in revenue. 

Westland will pay the second highest sum for assessments. 
$118,505.38, while Dearborn Heights is being assessed 
$117,160.81. 

Garden City is slated to pay $48,602.94, while Inkster will 
pay $43,109.64, Wayne will be assessed $47,601.77.

A $5 million bonding program for additions to two hospitals 
was approved by the Peoples Community Hospital Authority, 
along with the 1972-73 budget which will mean a $4.50 hike in 
daily room costs. 

Along with the $37,680,000 operating budget approved, the 
authority also okayed the standard .4-mill assessment for 
member communities. A total of $1,352,247.50 will be 
assessed the 23 member communities, with Trenton paying 
the highest levy of $135,486.76. 

The $5 million bond issue approved by the board will take 
care of expansion programs at Wayne's Annapolis Hospital 
and also to Outer Drive Hospital. The bond issue will be paid 
over a 17-year period, coinciding with the authority’s present 


$16 million worth of outstanding bonds, which also will be 
paid off in 1989 

The board also approved the appointment of Kenower, 
McArthur Division as financial consultants at a fee of $5,000 
plus an amount not to exceed $750 for printing. Miller, 
Canfield, Paddock and Stone also were hired as bond counsel 
for $13,250. 

The $5 million bonding program was approved 
unanimously, with Westland Council William P. Anderson 
abstaining on that item as well as the budget. 

This year’s budget is up $2.1 million over last year’s 
$35,547,000 operating budget.

PCHA’s .4 -mill levy 


If Ihe 4-mill assessment 
were eliminated by the 
Peoples Community Hospital 
Authority (PCHA), there 
would be no chance of 
additional hospital facilities 
being built within its 
membership area. 

This, and other facts, were 
revealed Iasi night as PCHA 
administrators came armed 
with facts and figures for 
hoard members to take back 
lo member communities. 
Their action was prompted by 
resolutions passed by three 
communities - Dearborn 
Heights. Westland and Eeorse 
- calling for an end to the 
assessments. 

Tin* results of the statistical 
analysis explained to board 
members was that the board 
elected to send the members 
hack to their communities 
with the data in hopes of 
convincing their officials of 
the need for the assessments. 

Three questions were 
answered by financial 
consultants to the board in an 
attempt to show board 
members what would happen 
if Ihe assessments were 
eliminated, or reduced. The 
questions were: 

-Could the PCHA eliminate 
Ihe assessments and meet its 
operating expenses and debt 
service requirements? 

Could it reduce its 
assessments and borrow $5 
million for the Annapolis and 
Outer Drive expansion 


projects, and still comply with 
Ihe bond ordinance 0 

-Could it reduce its 
assessments, pay for the 
Annapolis and Outer Drive 
expansions and the new $18 
million Taylor project and still 
comply with the bond 
ordinance? 

\ccording to a report 
prepared by Arthur Young 
and Co., the board's auditors, 
the authority could eliminate 
all assessments and still meet 
its operating expenses and its 
existing maximum debt 
service requirements, 
assuming no additional 
construction projects and no 
additional debt. 

In answer to the second 
question, the millage could 
realistically be reduced to .2- 
mill, or one-half the present 
assessment, and still allow for 
the sale of bonds to finance the 
expansion projects at two of 
the four PCHA facilities. 

But . according to the report, 
“it is highly doubtful that 
PCHA can project sufficient 
funds, exclusive of 
assessments at 4 - mill, to 
cover the Taylor project and 
still meet the requirements” 
of the 1966 bond ordinance. 
According to Hyman Sapakie 
of Ihe auditing firm, the extra 
interest payments the 
authority might have to pay on 
bonding an $18 million facility 
such as the Taylor hospital 
could cost an additional $5. 3 to 
S7 million. 


Tin* assessments are 
currently costing each 
taxpayer 40 cents for every 
$1,000 assessed valuation. 

Following Ihe presentation, 
Ihe board decided against 
voting on a resolution 
rejecting the three cities’ 
proposals to halt the 
assessments. Instead, the 
board accepted a suggestion 
from Wayne Mayor Patrick 
Norton that the information be 
given lo the dissenting 
communities within the next 
30 days and Ihe item be 
brought up again at the next 
board meeting 

Members from two of the 
cities - Westland Councilman 
William P Anderson and 
Eeorse Councilman Tracy 
Salisbury, representative-at- 
large - both seemed 
impressed with the 
information and said they felt 
it might change the minds of 
their governing bodies. 
Anderson asked several 
questions at Ihe meeting and 
then suggested a $5 million 
bond issue for the hospital 
expansion programs be held 
off until nexl months, since the 
new information “could 
possibly” change the 
viewpoints of the “majority of 
the (Westland) council.” 

His proposal to hold off was 
vetoed, however, when it w-as 
pointed out stalling could cost 
$75,000 more in construction 
costs.
